2. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest the applicant's invention as claimed in detail wherein an elastic 
member connecting the link member and the lock lever; when the open member is in the 
unlocked position, the open member engages with the lift lever by an operation of the open lever 
in one direction thereby allowing an operation of the lift lever, and when the open member is in 
the locked position, the open member idly engages with the lift lever by the operation of the open 
lever and then automatically engages with the lift lever in the other direction by a biasing force 
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of the elastic member to prohibit the operation of the lift lever when the open member is 
switched to the unlocked position from the locked position.
